Another important factor in 
the Egyptien climb-down is 
the strong Hashemite front 
which emerged from Shureiki 
Pasha’s recent visit to Bagh- 
dad. There is scope for spe 
culation on the price Abdul 
lah must have paid tor 
Baghdad's all-out support 


Four-Month Recess 


The four months until the 
next meeting of the League 
will provide ample time for 
the various mediators tw 
settle the Egypt-Jordan dis- 
pute The whole issue has 
been brought down from its 
recent intensity and is now 
& matter of seeking « 
formula to yolye the question 
of whether Jordan is to keep 
the occupied parts of Pales- 
tine or if ashe ta to administer 
the area on trust for the 
Leafoe until a final peace 
settlement. 

The most severe defeat of 
Feypt was.in the form of the 
signing of the Collective Se- 
curity Pact. Egypt intended 
using her position as leader 
of a strong united army of 
seven states to come to the 
aid of the West in an emer- 
gency as a4 trump card in 
her negotiations on the Angb- 
Egyptian Treaty. With Jor- 
dan and Iraq completely out 
of the pact there is strong 
reason to believe that both 
Lebanon and Syria, although 
aving signed, under pres 
sure, will hesitate before tak- 
ing any military ection hos- 
tile to their close Hashemite 
neighbours. Egypt has there- 
fore no longer emerged as & 
strong unifying factor in this 
part of the world
